It was his desire to be with 
you from time to time to guide und 
help, but his illness has made it im 
possible. 
When I told him th*- sit­ 
uation he wrote tills letter. 
It Is 
addressed to you and signed by him 
lying in bed on his buck.” 
When he concluded the letter Sec­ 
retary Lane said: 
’ J n u g g e ty XI nt lemon. as an a p ­ 
preciation of this letter coming from 
the chief m a gistrate lying on his sick 
bed. that you tender to him a rising 
lot** of th a n k s .”

John Spargo. socialist, said such a 
vote was not an a de quate expression 
and suggested that a reply he sent 
assuring the president that the con­ 
ference would remain until the work 
was finished. 
H arry Wheeler, for the employers 
group, seconded the motion.

The president'* letter attid in part: 
“ I ain advised by your chairman 
tturf you have come *o a situation 
which appeals lo th reaten the life of 
your conference and because of that 
I ant presum ing to address a word of 
very solemn appeal to you as Ameri­ 
cans. 
I do not speak in a spirit of 
criticism but having called the con­ 
ference I feel that my tem porary in­ 
disposition should not bar the way 
of m aking expression of the serious­ 
ness of the position 
this 
country 
would be placed should you adjourn 
without having convinced American 
people that you had exhausted your 
patience in an effort to come to some 
agreement. 
"At a time when the nations of 
the world are endeavorin g to find a 
way of avoiding industrial war, are 
we going to confess that th ere is no 
method to be found for carryin g on 
industrial activities except 
in 
spirit and method of w ar? 
industrial leaders and our 
workers to live 
together 
faith in each other, constantly s t r u g ­ 
gling for advance of each other, and 
do nothing but what Is compelled? 


W ashington. Ort. 22 
Delegates to 
the national industrial conference to­ 
day were preparing to make a com­ 
plete new staff in the problem of 
working out a code to bring nation­ 
wide peace between workers and e m ­ 
ployers. 
At the morning session of the con­ 
ference delegates were told that Nov. 
I might find one million workers on 
a strik e or th rea ten in g 
to 
strike. 
The chances seem slight, it was em­ 
phasized, of averting by government 
mediation tile strik e of five hundred 
thousand miners, and in addition five 
hundred thousand men of the four 
big railway brotherhoods 
and 
five 
hundred thousand railway shopmen 
who are plannin g to resume pressing 
th e ir dem ands for wage adjustment 
beginnin g Nov. I. 
Nearly one million workers in mis 
eellnneous work are now on a strike 
th roughout the country. It was esti­ 
mated, on the basis of reports to the 
government departm ent. 
The seriousness of 
the 
situation 
may he emphasized to the conference 
in a letter from 
President 
Wilson, 
w ritten yesterday to Peri et ary lame, 
chairm an of the conference. 
Lane 
did not read tile message yesterday, 
and may not read it today. 
It was 
intended to he communicated to the 
conference only in the event that the 
delegates seemed Inclined to Jteeitk 
up without making an effort to agree. 
Upon suggestions from Secretary 
Lane, th** conference is expected to 
ad ion rn for a week or ten days to 
form a comprehensive prom arn for 
settlement of the industrial dispute. 
Many say that with collective b a r ­ 
gainin g out of the way til** confer­ 
ence now has an excellent chance of 
coming to an agreement.
